In a fog which prevented vision 


beyond 200 yards, she finished the race 
at 5:30:02 amid the acclamations of 
the assembled fleet. Shamrock III. 
after running for more than an hour 
in the fog, missed the finish line, pass- 
ed by it and then returned to it from 
the opposite direction. 
As the Re- 


liance was then being towed through 
the fleet of yachts, ensigns fluttered 
from her truck and spreaders in cele- 
bration of her victory, the Shamrock 
III did not cross the finish line. 
AT 


often said of the historic race when 
the America won the cup, there was 
no second. 


This successful result was achieved 


only after four futile attempts to sail 
off the final race and after the outcome 
had been admitted by even Sir Thomas 
Lipton to be a foregone conclusion 
The last was the eighth attempt tx> sail 
a race. After one fluke Reliance won 
the two following races, one by seven 
minutes and three seconds, and the 
other by one minute and 19 seconds 
A week ago Thursday the first at- 
tempt to sail the third race failed and 
attempts have been made every day 
this week. 


On these occasions Reliance led 


Shamrock to the finish line by two 
miles but failed to reach it before the 
expiration of the time limit of five 
and a half hours. The last victory 
means that the cup is destined to re- 
main in America until England is able 
to produce a genius equal to Herre- 
schoff in yact designing 


As boats started homeward under- 


spinnakers and balloon jib topsails a 
spl't about three feet long appeared 
in il'e foot of the Reliance's sp n- 
naker, but as it drew well. Captain 
Barr continued to carry it. For three- 
quarters of an hour the only variation 
was a slow gain by the leading boat.

In a fog which prevented vision 


beyond 200 yards, she finished the race 
at 5:30:02 amid the acclamations of 
the assembled fleet. Shamrock 
III. 


after running for more than an hour 
in the fog, missed the finish line, pass- 
ed b/ it and then returned to it from 
the opposite direction. 
As the Re- 


liance was then being towed through 
the fleet of yachts, ensigns fluttered 
from her truck and spreaders in cele- 
bration of her victory, the Shamrock 
III did not cross the finish line. Ar 
often said of the historic race when 
the America won the cup, there was 
no second. 


This successful result was achieved 


only after four futile attempts to sail 
off the final race and after the outcome 
had been admitted by even Sir Thomas 
Lipton to be a foregone conclusion 
The last was the eighth attempt to Fail 
a race. After one fluke Reliance won 
the tvro following races, one by seven 
minutes and three seconds, and the 
other by one minute and 19 seconds 
A week ago Thursday the first at 
tempt to sail the third race failed and 
attempts have been made every day 
this week. 


On these occasions Reliance led 


Shamrock to the finish line by two 
miles but failed to reach it before the 
expiration of the time limit of five 
and a half hours. The last victory 
means that the cup is destined to re- 
main in America until England is able 
to produce a genius equal to Herre- 
schoff in yac-t designing. 


As boats started homeward under- 


spinnakers and balloon jib topsails a 
split about three feet long appeared 
in the foot of the Reliance's sp n- 
naker, but as it drew well. Captain 
Barr continued to carry it.

ed on the site of their future home 
they gathered beneath the branches 


v of this identical oak tree and there 
' <par^pok °* tfaeir first frugal meal in 


^-aaw home. 
O« account of its 


itiquity and historic value the Econ- 


'omites always lovingly cared for this 
great tree, that no harm might befall 
It 
So carefully did they watch over 


•it that it has been well preserved dur- 
ing all these years. 
The old oak 


stands on a high plateau on the river 
bank, with a steep, jutting bank in 
front. 
It is visible for a great dis- 


tance up and down the river. 
The 


promontory-liko river bank at this 
place is called by river men French 
Point. 


A tradition running back to the 


'old colonial wars is the occasion of 
this name. On^thj* afternoon of Fri- 


day, NOV. z\, iro^-'oiPt'&e a"pproacn 
of Forbes' army, the French evacuat- 
ed old Fort Duquesne, blew it up and 
fled. A part of the garrison passed 
down the Ohio river. The story long 
held current in Beaver county is that 
when they reached the bluff "hank in 
front of where the old black oak tree 
stands the fleeing Frenchmen haltel 
and made a landing. How long they 
remained or what was the purpose of 
their stopping is not really known. 
Only the tradition 
lingers with a 


definiteness and pertinacity 
which 


•would seem to indicate that its begin 
ning was in fact. The Economy lands 
are now the site of a new industrial 
town, but as the tree is to be spared 
those who venerate the memorials of 
our early history are starting a move- 
ment looking to its enclosure with an 
iron fence. As a landmark of days so 
thoroughly passed away it is worthy 
of such preservation.

Origin of Ancient Burial Places Still 


Remains a Mystery. 


[Copyright 1903 by American Proas Association.] 


The land now covered by the flour- 


ishing town of Conneaut. 0.. is his- 
toric even to the degree of being pre- 
historic. 
In addition to the interest 


which attaches to it as a place of early 
settlement In Ohio, it was the site of 
Rounds and ancient burial places. Tho 
antiquity of these was so great that 
the Indians who roamed the shores of 
Lake Erie in the Eighteenth century 
were as much at a loss to account for 
them as were the first white men who 
settled nearby. All that they could 
say in explanation of them was that 
their fathers could not tell when or by 
whom or for whom those old graves 
were dug. 


Toward the eastern end of the old 


village of Conneaut the first white 
residents found mounds. But of far 
greater interest was a good-sized cem- 
etery. 
It was easily located, for the 


graves had sunk so as to form small 
depressions, by which the extent of 
the old graveyard could readily be ob- 
served. It contained about four acres 
and in it there were between 2,000 and 
3,000 graves. 
They had apparently 


been laid out according to an accurate 
survey In lines running exactly north 
and south, and were arranged with 
that orderliness and accuracy which 
characterizes a modern Christian cem- 
etery. 


Soon after the whites settled there- 


to be accurate, in 1800—some persons 
interested in the singular phenomenon 
presented by this str?.ngo and mysteri- 
ous place orsepulture, opened several 
of the graves. 
They were rewarded 


by finding many human bones, very 
b'ack from their long entombment, 
which, when taken out into the air, 
soon fell away into mere dust.

is that they found many gigantic skel- 
etons.
